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The Applicant's arguments considering claim 1 are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the Lehman references discloses supporting 
apparatuses that are indispensible for continuous electrical power generation in the fuel cell that are powered by a parasitic load from the 
fuel cell which would exclude a dispensible apparatus such as a vibration generating unit. Lehman teaches that any auxiliary device can be 
powered with a parasitic load in support of the operation of the fuel cell (2:44-45) as discussed in the office action. It is obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art whether the auxiliary device is dispensible or indepensible, that as long as the device supports the operation of the 
fuel cell, a parasitic load can be provided to operate the device as taught by Lehman. 

The recitation within claims 3 and 13 of "converts a part of a direct current outputted by said fuel cell main unit" will not be entered because 
it is new matter which requires further search and consideration. 

The recitation with claims 7 and 17 of "wherein said fuel cell main unit futher comprises a casing which surrounds said fuel electrode and 
said oxidant electrode; wherein said casing of said fuel cell main unit is held on said holding substrate" will not be entered because it is new 
matter which requires further search and consideration. 

The recitation with claims 10 and 20 of "wherein the diameter of said at least one hole gradually decreases as said at least one hole 
extends from said side of said fuel electrode catalyst layer to said opposite side" will not be entered because it is new matter which requires 
further search and consideration. 
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
